IN ALL AMERICAN LEGION ENDEAVORS 


N EW C A STLE. Mar 5 
o L. Bod-J 
cnhamcr, national commander of Th*' 
American Legion, appealed to the peo-j 
pie of America last night to study tile 
Legion’s plea tlint the fundamental 
principle of “ equal service for all and 
special privilege or profit to nom'' be 
enacted into the borne law ut the land. 
He also appealed to tile ex-service 
men of America, who personally ex-> 
pct ienccil the loss of time and lack of 
adequate facilities in the World War. 
because of the delay in having melt a 
law then, to strengthen the iagion s 
ranks ut this time for tim purpose of 
lending support, tbrough their mcm- 
bcrship, to Ute Legion program 
in 
congress where a resolution to create 
a commission to study universal serv­ 
ice is now pending. 
Mile national commander spoke at 
an American Legion banquet beld in 
hi* honor. 
The address follows: 
"Service is tho compelling motive 
in all American 
Legion endeavors: 
service to the disabled ariel to the de­ 
pendents of veterans; service to our 
communities, to our states and to our 
nation.

vt rsal draft, or universal service, in 
time of war is an effort of real serv-1 
ice to our country; a real service to 
our children who must hear th*' brunt 
of a future war, and a real -ervieo to 
Ute world, because it is. the great est 
slop that can lie devised toward per-! 
man en! peace
